 Southwest corner of Blackstone and Clinton Avenues – Jeffrey Roberts of Granville Homes proposes to develop a 
mixed-use, multi-family development on a partially vacant property located on Blackstone Avenue, between 
Clinton and Vassar Avenues that consists of 5 separate Assessor’s Parcels.  The proposal is for a total of 128 
apartments, 8,624 square feet of ground-floor office and meeting rooms, 8,624 square feet of ground floor retail, 
and 84 parking stalls, to be developed in 3 phases:  

 Phase 1: Forty-two (42) 1-bedroom and sixteen (16)  2-bedroom apartments, 8,624 square feet of ground-floor 
office and meeting rooms, and 19 parking stalls, consisting of Buildings A through H at the rear of the project site;  

 Phase 2: Fifty-six (56) 1-bedroom apartments and 20 parking stalls, consisting of Buildings I through L at the 
center of the project site; and  

 Phase 3: Twelve (12) 1-bedroom ground-floor apartments, 8,312 square feet of ground floor retail, and 45 parking 
stalls, consisting of Buildings M and N at the front of the project site along Blackstone Avenue.
